‘That parents should deny themsolves 
wsuperiloites for theaake of their child 
ron is not in the least to theircrodit, It 
ja meet, rightand their bounden duty, 
That they should give thelr children 
better advantages than they have had 
themselves in equally, tn the nature of 
things, their proper line of conduct. Each 
Keneration owes to the one in advance 
all that it can bestow of preparation. of 
cultnre, of opportunity and of priveloge.

COTTON PICKING. 


A Mechanteal Device Which Supersedes 
Maud Laber in Georgia 

One of the most remarkable mechani 
cal devices recently introduced in 
Georgia is a cotton-picking machine 
Lhe dimensions ef the machine are 
approximatoly nine feet in height. It 
{fs mounted on four moetal-carrying 
wheels and in general appearance is not 
unilke a road engine, except that itis 
hauled by horses and receives the power 
to propel the working mechanisin from 
the traction wheels, The rear wheols 
ave four feet indiameter, The tiros are 
ight inches wide and cleated on the rim, 
to provide traction, ample fo operate 
the mechanism for picking the cotton 
from the planta and the stripping dovices 
avd elovators in motion 

The object of the elevators |e to da 
posit the cotton In large #acks located 


e 
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cone, “LO folal weight of tho ma- 
chine is about 1,600 pounds, and of ex- 
fremoly Nght draught, and it can 
and operated by ono pair of! 
Phe cotton-picking apparatus 
bo voadily and almost inatantly 
raised or lowered towult the condition 
of the cotton aud the surface of the 
wrouod on which it ls opurated. Tho 
picking and atrippiug meebauianis ave 
entinoly incased with Hight motalllk 
casos, except the elongated — slots 
through which tho picking needles pro” 
tude. ‘Tha needles are mounted on 
suitable bearings in vertles 
In number side 
linked toge ‘ 
ly. The geure are ineasod within 
cartiers, Each varrier in maki 
ciroult of ite oblong course, makiuy 
nearly one turn on ite own ‘axis, and 
each veedle while in thy plant makes 
16 revolutions, and five revolutions tu 
the opposite direction whilu belug 
stripped. 
The needios are lusorted longitudin: > 
ally info the plant to an extended pos 
tion, then rotated rapldly aud moved 
buckward ata speed corresponding to 
the forward rate of travel of the ma 
chive, thereby avolding any movement 
of the needles in relation tothe plant 
except a rotary motion, ‘The needles 
are withdrawo longitudinally from the 
plant and) pass Letween yielding sta 
tlonary strippers, whereby the cotton is 
deposited in elevators, ~The capacity 
ftho machine Ix from pix ; 
4 day, and from two to four 
bales per day, according to the yield 
It takes 15 ordinary bands a Whole 
day to pick one bulo, averaging 
about 100 Pounds each, or 690 pounds 
of lint after it is giined, Chicago 
Timon.

The Ponishment of « Soldier, 

Mr, H.C, Frick, who inat the head of 
the great Carnegi ot and 
stabhed by ap anarchist on Saturday, July 
23rd. Mr. Frick has been actively concern- 
od in the recent strikes, and has been re 
garded by the workinen with no friendly 

feeling, although the atrikers resol 
tions condemning the action o would- 
be murderer. 

When the news of Mr. Frick’s wounding 
reached Homestead, where the Pennsylvania 
militia are encamped, « private of K Com- 
pany, Tenth Regiment, Thomas Tama by 
name, suggested that three cheers be given 
for the man who shot Mr, Frick. His re- 
mark was overheard by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Streator, who was in temporary command 
of the regiment, 
to Private Iams, and asked him what he 
meant, Iams repeated his remark, aaying 
thas ho was glad of it, 

The Colonel warned him of the danger of 
much « speech, and gave him an opportunity 
to retract ; but Ia) maa obstinate, and the 
Colonel walked away 

Before en | the regiment waa ordered to 
assemble without arma, and the captains of 
each company called out that the man who 
suggested three cheers for Mr, Frick’s as 
sailant should step forth. When Com- 
pany K was reached, and no one responded 
to the order, Colonel Streator «aid that 
he knew the man, and he might as well 
come forward. Thereupon Iams stepped 
out from the ranks. The Colonel esked 
him ifhe was guilty, Private Iams said 
that he was 

At this admission the buttons were cut 
from the soldier’s uniform, and Colonel 
Streator ordered that he be taken to the 
guard tent, attended by eurgeons of the 
regiment, and «trang up by his thambs un 
tithe could stand it no longer, This was 
done, For nineteen minutes Lams hung by 
his thumbs, his toes jost touching the 
ground, while the surgeons felt his pulse, 
until it wanseen that farther punishment 
would be dangerous. Iama complained of 
feeling sick after this, and lay in the guard 
tent all the night. 

‘The case was reported to the higher com 
manding officers, who approved it, General 
Snowdon, division commander, further or 
dering that Iams should have one-half of his 
head shaved, after which he should be dix 
honorably dismissed from the service and 
drummed out of camp.

tallest mammals, but likewise the tallest 
of all animals that have evor existed, 

As regards the height attained by the 
male of the tallest of quadrupeds, there 
is, unfortunately, a lack of accurate in- 
formation, and since it is ptobable that 
the majority of those now living are in- 
ferior in size to the largest individuals 
which existed when Use species was far 
more Homerous than at present, It is to 
be feared that this deficiency in our 
knowledge is not very likely to be rem- 
edied, By rome writers the height of 
the male giraffe is given at sixteen feet, 
aod that of the female at fourteen feet, 
but this is certainly below the reality, 
For instance, Mr, H. A. Bryden atates 
that a female he shot 1: Southero Africa 
measured seventeen fee! fo the summits 
of tie boros.

COTTON PICKING. 
A Mechanical Device Which supersedes 
Hand Laber ta Georgia 


in such #erpert-cursea 


One of the most remarkable mechani 
cal devices recently introduced in 
Georgia is a cotton-picking machine, 
The dimensions of the machine are 
approximately nino fect in height. It 
is mounted on tour motal-carrying 
wheels and in general appearance is not 
unlike a road engine, except that it is 
hauled by horses aud receives the power 
to propel the working mochanism from 
the traction wheels, The rear whools 
are four feotindiameter. The tires are 
sight Inches wide and cleated on the rim, 
to provids traction, ample to operate 
the mechanism for picking the cotton 
from the plants and the stripping dovices 
aud elevators in motion. 

The object of the cluvators is to d 
posit the cotton in large sacks loca 
at tho top near the rear god of the ro 
como, £60 tolal weight of the ma 
chine is about 1,600 pounds, and of ex- 
tremely light draught, and ir can bo 


drawn and operated by one pair of 
horses. Tho cotton-picking apparatus 
can bo readily almost instantly 


raised or lowered to sult the condition 
of the cotton and the surface of the 
ground on which {t is operated. The 
picking and stripplug Mechanisms are 
entirely incased with light metallic 
cases, except the clongated slots, 
through which the picking needles pro. 
trude. Tho needles are mounted on 
suitable bearings in vertical carriers, 
84 in number, 17 on each side, being 
inked together, working simultaneotis- 
ly, The gears are incased within the 
carriers Each carrier in making the 
cirenit of its oblong course, making 
uearly one turn on its own axis, and 
each needle while iu the plant m oT] 
15 revolutions, and five revolutions in 
the opposite direction while being 
stripped. 

T ha needles are inserted longindin; fo 
ally into the plant to an extended posi- pv! 
tion, then rotated rapidly and moved 


with caution evén the dried fangs of 
snakes long dead, Bolling, unless con- 
thiued for a long time, does not render 
tie Muld harmless. 

It is a fact sufficiently well known 
that polsont and even death some- 
times results from the bites of rats, 
dog, cats, horses, cows and even man 
himself, Recent Investigations have 
Proved that in such cases the conse- 
quences are due to the presence tn the 
soliva of minute organisms. These bac- 
teria find thelr wa, Into the wound and, 
raplily multiplying, ca blood-pol- 
soning. Not so very long 4 it was 
Imagined that some sort of bacterlum 
in snake poison might be accountable 
for its effects. Dra. Wolfenden and 
Wiliams tried to grow cobra venom on 
wxolatine, proceeding on this theory. If 
it had been correct they would have 
been able to produce any quantity of 
the toxle agent by artifice; but they 
were entirely unsuccessful. It is now 
eblished beyond question that ser- 
pent venom Is a specific poison, having 
nothing to do with bacteria. It para- 
lyzes the heart and the nervous cen- 
tres, 

Alcohol has long held the first place 
in popular esteem as an antidote for 
snake poison. In truth, it is not such 
at oll, though useful to sustain the vi- 
tallty of the person bitten against tho 
attack made upon it by the toxic agent, 
Tt stimulates the nerve centres and the 
action of the heart if taken in small 
doses, But the mistake ordinarily made 
is (9 pour into the patient large quan- 
tities of whisky, the effect of which fs 
exactly opposite of that required, In 
such great doses alcohol depresses in- 
stead of stimulating the vital functions, 
(utoxication, far from helping the cure, 
aids the poison, And, by the way, peo- 
ple have often died from snake bite 


who were bitten when dead drunk. 
With the newly-discovered antidote | 
the case Is exactly opposite. Danger 


{s far more likely to result from heal- 
tation in using it liberally than from 
an overdose. Strychnine—itself a pol- 
son scarcely os terrible than snake 
v Jm—acts directly upon the nerves, 
stimulating and turning on their bat- 
terles, which the snake polson secks to 
depress and turn off. Acting with the 
unerring certainty of a chemical test, 
it neutralizes the effects of the serpent 
venom. But it must be administered in 
extraordinary quantities, even to the 
point of spasmodic twitching of the 
muscl 

In fact, the ordinary doses must be 
greetly exceeded, and the adminiatra- 
tion of the strychnine must be continu- 
ed. even If the total quantity In 
within an hour or two amounts to what 
in the absence of snake polson would 
be a dangerous, if not fatal, dose, The 
few failures among the numerous suc- 
cesses with the drug thus far recorded 
have nearly all been traceable to an 
lneufficiency of the antidote In urgent

they cost to make. 

In cousequence of this keen competi- 
tion the wages of all their employes had

‘The Origin of Cold Waves. 

It Ja frequently asked, where do cold 
waves originate ? The coldest portion 
of the North American continent, fs, In 
all probability, in the Saskatchewes 
Valley, cast of Mount Hooker and 
Mount Head, both of which are situated 
in the Rocky Mountain range that di- 
vides British Columbia from this valley 
and the Alberta country, The belht 
of this mountain range orevents the 
eastern trend or flow of vapour from 
the Pacific ocean from crossing over in- 
to this valley, as it would were it not 
for the presence of this high range of 
mountains, Yet it must not be sup- 
posed that extreme cold always pr- 
vails here, because at certain Intervals 
the vapor from the Pacific flows east 
by way of the Alaskan peninsula, 
through the upper valley of the Atha- 
basca river into Alberta and the val- 
ley of the Saskatchewan, and there, 
meeting with a more southern and east- 
ern flow of vapor that flows throurh 
the gap in the mountain range, made 
by the Bay of San Juan, it warms and 
expands the atmosphere, crosses tue 
path of the cold wave, and a warmth 
of from 20 to 40 degrees In the result, 
as we often see graphically marked 
on the weather map by red dots here 
and there on Its surface. 

But this does not satisfactorily an- 
sewer why it is that the cold wave 
leaves its home jn the above-mentioned 
valley to go junketing on a southern 
tour at this time of the year, wren 
the normal temperature should be suf- 
flolently cold to meet the demands of 
the most exacting plumber. To find 
the cause of those successive cold 
waves which we are experiencing from 
time to time this winter, we will have 
to look in quite another direction, down 
to the northern tropical latitude, whore 
the great evaporation of those warm 
currents and ocean surfaces is carried 
westward from the Atlantic Ocean by 
the trade winds, and Is massed togeth-

The word ghost, which menns, a soul, 
er spirit, has been dogarded in common 
parlance. We talk of ghosts as baleful 
and frightful, and in a frivolous or 
| suporstitious way. But my toxt speaks 

of a Ghost who is omnipotent, and 
' Divine, and everywhore present; and 
| ninety-one times in the New Testament 
! called the Holy Ghost. Tho only time I 
ever heard this toxt preached from was 
in the opening days of my ministry, 
when a giorious old Scotch minister came 
up to help mein my villagechurch. On 
the day of my ordination and tnstalla- 
, Hon, he said “If you get ito the 

corner of a turday night without 
‘enough sermons for Sunday, send tor 
! me, and I will come and preach tor you.”’ 
| Tho fact ought to be known that the 

first three years of a pastor's life are ap. 
! pallingly arduous. No other profession 
| makes the twentieth part of the demand 
fona young man. Ifa secular speakor 
} prepares ono or two speeches for a politi- 
| cal campaign, itis considered arduous 

If a lecturer prepares one lecture for a 

year, he is thought to have done well 

But a young pastor has two sermons to 
| deliver every Sabbath, before the same 

audience, beside all his othe 

the most of ministers ne 

from the awful nervous strains of the 

first three years. Be sympathetic with 

ail young ministers, and withhold your 
criticisms, 

My aged Scotch friend responded to 
my first call, and came and preached 
from the text that I now announce. 
remember nothing but the text. [twas 
the last sermon he ever preached. On 
the following Saturday, he was called 
to his heavenly reward. But I remem- 
ber just how he appeared as, leaning 
over the pulp't, he looked into the face 
of the audience, and with earnestness, 
and pathos, and electric force, asked 
them, in the words of my text, “Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost?" ‘The of- 
fice of this present discourse {s to open 
a door, to unveil a Personage, to Intro: 
duce a Fores, not sufficiently recogniz~ 
ed. He is as greatas God. He is God. 
‘The second verse of the firat chapter of 
the Bible Introduces Him : Genesis 1; 2, 
“The Spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters.” 

Another appearance of the Holw 
Ghost was at Jerusalem, during a gr 
feast. Strangers speaking seventeen 
different languages were present fiom 
many parts of the world. Butin one 
house they heard what seemed like the 
coming of a cvclone, or hurricane. It 
made the trees bend and the houses 

make. Theicry was, “What is that? 

d then a forked flame of tire tip- 
ped every forehead ; and what with 
the blast of wind and the dropping fire, 
a panic took place, until Poter explain- 
ed that it was neither cyclone nor con- 
flagration, but the brilliance and anoint- 
ing and baptismal power of the Holy 
Ghost. That scene was partially re- 
peated in « forest when Rey. John EB: 
ton was preaching. There was the 
sound of a rushing, mighty wind, and 
the people looked to the sky to seo if 
there were any signs of a storm, but was 
ita clear sky; yet the soundsof the wind 
wasso great that horses, frightened, 
broke loose from their fastenings and 
the whole assembly felt that the sound 
was supernatural and Pentecost- 

Oh, what an infinite, and 
almighty, and gfrious Personage 
is the Holy Ghost. He brooded this 
planet into life, and now that through 
sin it has become a dead world, he will 
brood it the second time into life. Peril 
ous attempt would be a comparison be~ 
tween the three Porsons of the Godhead. 
They are equal, but there is some con 
sideration which attaches itscit to the 
Third Person of the Trinity, the Holy 
Ghost, that does not attach itself to 
either God the Father or God tha Son. 
We may grieve God the Father and 

rieve God the Son, aud be forgiven, 

ut weare directly told that there isa 
sin against the Holy Ghost which shall 
never be forgiven, either in this world 
or the world to come. And it is won 
derful that while on the street you he: 
the name of God and Jesus Christ used 
in profanity, you never hear the worls, 
Holy Ghost. - This hour I speak of the 
Holy Ghost as Biblical interpreter, as a 
human reconstructor, as a solace for 
the broken-hearted, as a preacher's re-; 
inforcement. 

The Bible isa man of contradictions, 
an affirmation of impossibilities, unless 
the Holy Ghost helps us to understand 
it. The Bible says of itself. that the 
Scriptare is not for ‘'private interpreta- 
tion,"’ but *‘Holy mien of God spake as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost.” 
No one but the Holy Ghost, whoinspired 
the Scripture, can explain tho Scrip- 
tures, Fully realize that, and you will 
be as enthusiastic a lover of the old Book 
as my venerable friend who told me in 
Philade!phia last week that he was read- 
ing the Bible through tho fitty-pinth 
time, and it became more attractive and 
thrilling every time he went through it 
I do not depreciate any of the helps for 
Bible study, but I do say that they. all 
together come infinitely short without 
a direct communication from the throne 
of God, in respouse to prayerful 
solicitation. Wemay find many inter- 
esting things about the Bible without 
especial illumination, as how many 
horses Solomon had in his stables, or 
how long was Noah's ark, or who was 
the only woman whose full namo is 
given in the Seriptures, or which is the 
middle verse of the Bible, and all that 
will do vou no more good than to beablo 
to tell how many bean poles there are 
in your neighbor's garden,

U.S. Postal Authorities Unearth 
@ Fraud, 


HAMILTON SAID TO BE THE CENTRE 


Advertised Two Cent Stamps Diee: 
The Fraud Detected by « &

Chicago, April 10.—A package of coun 
terfelt stamps, Which was seized yester- 
day by Goverament officials, wns nad 
drvweed to Nathan Hersog, o cigar 
deoler in the rotapda of the Chamber ot 
Commerce, They were abipped by ex- 
Prem from Buffalo by the Casadinu Novel- 
ty aud Supply Co. of Hamilton, Ooty 
When o monsenger brought the package 
Mr. Hersog examined it, and finding the 
stomps were couutertelt refused to re- 
celve them. He then telephoned the US, 
Morehal and Postottice Inspector Stuart. 
Four packages similar to the one Her: 
“6 received were delivered by the 
xpress messenger to the people to whom 
they were addressed, paylug for them 
Without raising apy objections. 

Mr. Hersog anid to-day, in explaioing 
his innocent consection with the scheme, 
“I dinpose of about $100 worth of atarops 
daily, my customers being the tenauts 
of the Chamber of Commerce, I buy the 
tarps from wholeaulo dealers and firme 
who do a mail business. They get a 
surplus of stamps and I buy them at o 
small discount. I saw an advertisement 
ln a Chicugo newspaper m week ago last 
Sanday, reading an follow 
We have §115 United States 2-céat 
stomps which we cannot use here. Will 
send them by express cod, privilege of 
examiontion, for $100. Canadian Nov- 
elty and Supply Co., Hamilton, Ont.” 

“I anawored the advertisement, writ- 
ing that 1 would take all the stamps 
they had at that figure. Jn reply I 
received a letter aayiug they could uot 
let mo bave more than $300 worth o 
mouth. They added that they were

A few geranium plants are always 
desirable in a sunny window garden no 
matter what other planta are used, as 
these good old stand-bys are so sure to 
succeed under all circumstances, These 
may be planted near the back of the 
box, forming a stately little blooming 
hedge, with the low, drooping aunual 
bloomers in front. The bright faces of * 
the velvety pansies and many other 
favorites will seem indispensable, but if 
the window garden ikina very sunny 
situation it will not be well to attempt a 
great variety of plants unless one bas 
experimented, and is able to abun those 
that will flourish only in partial shade. 
After it is decided what sort of plants 
are to be grown and the seeds or slips 
and cuttings are started into igromth, 
we can turn our attention to the win- 
dow boxes. If only potted plants are to 
be used, it will be wise to allow them to 
remain in their pots of soil, first repot- 
ting those that have outgrown their 
pots so that there is little room for fresh 
summer development. After getting 
an idea of the number and kind of pots 
to bo set inthe box, the order can be 
given to have the box mad» just the 
right size to accommodate these pots, 
making it wide enough to allow small 
pots to be set in the spaces left 
around and in front of the large ones. 
The boxes should be mado the length 
of the window sill, but they can he as 
deep and as wide as desi After 
measuring the largest pote which are to 
be set in the box have it then made a 
little deeper than these to allow for a 
layer of pebbles, etc,, in the bottom of 
the box la drainage, It will be well to 
have at least an inch or two of this 
drainage material, and if there i good 
drainage in the pots also, there will be 
no danger of using too much water and 
souring the soil, and the plats may 
then be allowed copious supplies. of 
water at their roots, and thorough 
syringing and spraying all through the 
bot ry weather, and they will appre: 
ciate this treatment, and flourish and 
bloom surprisingly. 

In every window box it is desirable to 
have at least one or two climbers to 
break the monotony and give grace and 
beauty to the window. To accommodate 
these climbing vines, wires or willow 
strands or rattans may be arched from

Since the aborgation of the 
trea'y in 1866 our export trade with the 
United States has p acticaily remainea 
stationary though maintaining the ever- 
age annual increase from 1854 to 18b6 
would have carricd it up for 1893 to over 
$100,000,000 ; the actual amount having 
been for that year $87 296.110 of the pro- 
duce of Canada, not including coin and 
bullion the produce of Cansda, which

The Iguana. 


‘The {guana Is a very little fellow, who 
belongs, like his cousins, the gecko and 
the chameleon, to a very big family. 
This family includes such large animals 
as alligators, crocodiles, Mzards and 
many other strange creatures. The 
iguana has a long, slender body, taper- 
ing in a curious way into a point. He 
has a queer crest running from his bead 
to the end of his tail, and his body Is 
covered with small scales, A soft pouch 
or bag hangs from below his chin, but 
for what purpose it is used naturalists 
seem to be divided In opinion. Some 
iguanas live in trees, others dig them- 
selves holes In the ground, and some 
varieties live upon the seashore and are 
quite fond of swimming about In the 
water. The eggs of the iguana are 
usually laid in the sand and are not 
hard like a hen's egg, but soft, like 
leather, and yellow In color. The igua- 
na’s tail, like that of most of his 
cousins, ia very useful to him, He 
uses it for & weapon, slapping and In- 
flicting severe wounds upon his ene- 
mies by means of its sharp notches, 
In the water he uses his tail like a 
snake, drawing his legs closely to his 
side and projecting himself along by 
means of the tails alone. The Sguana ts 
a flerce-looking little reptile when at- 
tacked. He raises himself upon his 
forelegs, looking very savage, but he 
is not really brave, and if you should 
come scross an iguana nodding his 
head at you and trying to frighten you 
to death by wagging his tail just stamp 
your foot at him and he will quickly 
lower his crest and scurry off into his 
hole.—New York World.

“Landes has a curlous and unprec 
dented history, For years its fate tung 
on @ thread. and {t came 
ink a French desert of Sahara, Not 
from choice or peculiarity did its In- 
habltants become stilt-walkers. Thoy 
were forced Into the habit of travelling 
by the ald of poles for the slmple rea- 
son that their land was becoming 
waste of sand. Landes borders on the 
seashore, and the strong, crisp choppy 
Winds from the Bay of Biscay aweep 
Across its coast, driving the fine white 
#and inland in enormous quantities and 
piling up dunes or sandhills far back 
from the shore. 

Steadily the land grew more desolate 
and eand-biown. Walking by ald of tho 
feet alone became impossible, Even 
now, with the country half-reclaimed 
as it is, it takes a strong and vigorous 
man to make ten mile day of straight 
progress, travelling directly on the soles 
of bis feet. Half e century ago even this 
was out of the question, 

From time immemorial stilts have 
been in use among the inhabitants. The 
hardy peasants of the region, men and 
women alike—but men especially, for 
the reason that the women of the 
Landes are mostly stay-at-home bodlos 
—go through the country with great 
strides, stepping from tuft to tuft of 
heather so unerringly that the sand 
does not impede thelr progress. 

Dressed in sheepskin coats, with 
rough, baggy trousers, footless kneo 
stockings of heavy wool, with thelr fcet 
bere. their head surmounted by the 
dark blue beret of the Gascons, they 
present a picturesque sight. The stilts 
they use come up to the knee only and 
are strapped there, the stilt-walker be- 
ing about four feet from te ground. 
The crotch on which the fot rests is 
covered with aheepskin, with the woolly 
side turned out, 

The peasant also carries a long staff. 
When he wishes to get on his feet he 
swings himself up with it, and by its 
ald it is possible to drop himself down 
without any appreciable jolt.

It was found that by using a large 
dell and ball and applying such a noz- 
zle to fire hose it would create a solid 
sheet of water and give out the same 
quantity of water as given out through 
the straight nozzles without creating 
any back pressure on the hose. Care- 
ful atudy was given to depeloping the 
ball nozzle for this purpose, and after 
experiments extending over a period of 
Several months the best form of bell 
was found and a new appliance was 
given to fire departments which Is cer- 
tain to increase to a very large extent 
thelr efficiency . The ball nozzle was 
immediately adopted by the fire de- 
partment in Des Moines, the home of 
the inventor, and since its adoption the 
record of the Des Moines Fire Depart- 
ment has been a marvellous one ; not 
@ single serfous loss has occurred, and 
the chief of the fire department testi- 
fles that he has by the use of the ball 
fozzle saved many lives and thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property. In one 
particular instance, when one of the 
largest lumber yards in that city took 
fire, and for a few minutes threatened 
4 valuable portion of the city, the time- 
ly arrival of the department and the 
use of the ball nozzles averted a most 
disastrous conflagration. As is gen- 
erally known, the most difficult thing to 
contend with in the early stage of

SOFT TYPEWRITER KEYS. 


Covers Which Spare the Fingers and 
Improve the Impressioa- 

A boon to typewriters consists in an 
attachment for the keys of the machine 
whieh gives them a soft and ylelding 
surface for the fingers to strike against, 
The Idea Ia not entirely new, but it ta 
only lately that a cushlon for the keys 
meeting with very much favor among 
good operators has been Introduced. 
The present device fs of hollow rubbe 
esixteenths of an inch deep, with 

a flat surface, corresponding in size 
with that of the key Itself. and having 
metal base which attaches firmly to 
the key. The characters on each cushion 
are the same as those on the key to 
which It Is fastened. 

The advantage of resilient key tips 
compared with those of glas# or cellu- 
fold used on most machines ts plain ; by 
thelr use the operator's fingers ta not 
battered and chafed from continued

How Casto F car is Made to Serve 


Farposes. 


A new une has bers found, It ts sald, 
for old boots and shoes. This Is how 
they are treated in the process of con- 
Version into @ novel kind of house car- 
pet 

The shoes are thrown promiscuously 
Into an Immense tank, into which steam 
and dissolving compounds are run, 
thereby causing the old shoes to take a 
thick Hquid form. Certain proportions 
of tallow, borax and glue are thea in- 
troduced, and the pulp fs run Into 
moulds. 

‘The moulds are shaped after the plan 
of a regular sand mould, aod may have 
the form of flowers, leaves. figures or 
geometrical designs. The pulp ts ron 
Into these moulds and the figure hard- 
ens in the cold alr. ‘These casts are ar- 
ranged In the proper figure or design, 
when a cementing process begins, The 
coment Is a compound made from leath- 
er pulp and glue. and it is run between 
the Seu ‘The figures soften a little 
with the compound, and the whole 
hardens togethor. 

In the casting of each figure m differ- 
ent colored pulp ts used—red pulp for 
red roses, white pulp for white flowers, 
green for leaves and so on. Thus elab- 
orate designs may be carried out. Then 
comes the pressing by the use of rollers, 
and pollshing with varnish. 

‘The result is a nice-looking Moor cov- 
ering, the cost of which ts less than 
straw matting, and lest than ollototh ; 
in fact, an economical and durable 
carpeting.—Shoe and Leather Facts.

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Argon Experis@ta!s Develop « New Theory 
of Aurord Soreatis. 


A dispatch from London #ayé! ‘the 
detection of gas argon in the attiw#s 
phere is being followed by a rapid sd- 
rlew of discoveries of great Interest. 
The chemists have long known theoret- 
loally of the existence of another ¢le- 
ment, which Is called helium, and which 
was revealed by the spectroscope in the 
sun's rays, It is not known to exist cn 
this planet, Professor Ramsay a few 
days axo, in order to ind whether there 
was something in the world with which 
argon would keep company. was exam- 
ining some extremely rare earth found 
in Norway and known as cleveite, 
When this mineral ts treated with 
weak sulphuric acid it gives off a gas 
which has hitherto been regarded as 
nitrogen. The professor found by 
close examination that It is not nitro- 
gen, but argon, and, moreover, there 
was associated with it another 
kas which he found to be, to use his 
own words, “gas which had not yet 
been separated.” He submitted It to 
Professor Crooke, and the result ts to 
show that the gas thus found is helium. 

M. Berthelot, continulng In his experi- 
ments in Paris, found that in 
manipulating argon it developed 
at an ordinary pressure a mag- 
nificent fluorescent substance of 
greenish yellow color, and character- 
ized by a spectrum similar to that of the 
aurora borealis, From this he deduced 
that the northern lights were caused by 
the fluorescent matter derived from ar- 
gon and engendered through the tntlu- 
ence of electrical emanations developed 
In the atmosphere,

Esquimaux usually have but one wife 
and women but one husband, but in 
theae matters, us ip most others, the 
rule js that there is no rule, and men 
can be found with two or three wives 
as well os women with several hus- 
bands, 

Their marriage customs are filled with 
romance and conspicuous by the aleence 
of all formality or ceremony. Since the 
allotment of space will not allow me to 
detail all of the customs aud habits, | 
con think of nothing more interesting to 
end my article than their wooing, court- 
ship and marri: 


MARRIAGE QUSTOMS. 


Our marriage coremouy, with the offl- 
olating priest or minister, the compan. 
of admiring, perhaps envious, guests, 
which surround the happy groom snd 
bashful bride, the bonutiful feast and 
friendly congratulations are entirely ui 
koown adjuncts to the taking of a wife 
by a most northern Esquimau. 

With him it is a purely business mat- 
ter and is unaccompanied by any reli- 
glous form, They have neither mosques 
nor priests, nor any official authority 
vested with a sacred charter or license 
‘This makes matters very simple, for, 
aside from the parents, there is no law 
to interfero with the will or pleasure of 
the parties concerned, 

They spend o short time together, 
away from their mutual friends. 1f, 
after this trial, they prove to be ill-mat- 
ed, they separate and become once more 
a bachelor and a maiden in the eyes of 
their relatives. If, on the contrary 
they find the society of each otheragree- 
able they decide to become one, 


OBEDIENCE TO PARENTS, 


The parents of both parties have a de- 
cided voice in the selection and betroth- | 
al, and the children are apt to listen to 
and obey the dictates of their natural | 
protectors, It is ustully uuderstood, 
while the children are very young, who 
are to be united toeach otier, Distance 
seems to lend evohantment to the scene, 
for there, as hore, the parties most 
deeply interested are frequently mem- 
bers of villages ata distance from each 
other, 

This gives the young man but little 
opportunity to learn either the good or 
bad qualities of his offianced.

It is intensely interesting to wa.eu 
these passions among a people as nearly 
wildas it isfpemible for the hunun 
race ty be, Tt will be well, perhaps, to | 
remomber that these young lovers are | 
about to nuitein a conutry where the 
ice never di appears aud the snow pever 
melts, Seasons, as we know (oem, are 
quite unknown io the Arctica, Por four 
months the sun never sets, This is their 
summer, Prior to thix season and im 
mediately following it are periods of 
tro mouths each when they have a day 
and nightin every twenty-four howrs. 
‘Then upon this laud of desolation drupe 
the sable curtain of night, which does 
not lift foroue hundred days. During 
this long Arotic winter not once does the 
sun show his round, ruddy, liltegiving 
disk. All nature lies Lcked inthe eu 
brace of the Frost King passive and 
dormant, even the anual fuuetions are 
nore or less blunted. 

But when the suu once more appears | 


alove the horizon all things, aninare 
and inanimate, gladly give evidences of 
renewed life and vigor. It is at this 


time that the courtship takes place. The 
stalwart young wooer reaches the home 
of bis inamorata after laying traveled, 
perhaps, two hundred miles through 
deep snow. He is prepared to remuin 
several months. The news of his arrival | 
is communiented through the villuge, 
and cries of “Innuits! Innuits” are 
heard, This is their word for people, | 
and the exclamations moau Chal some | 
one is coming. 


CUSTOMS OF TRAVEL. 


Exquimaux always travel in couples or 


familiee, never alone. Consequently | 
parties kena a village are fre- 
quently sighted miles away, and their 


approach is announced os Thave stated, 
When the stratiger proves to be the ex. 
pected groom the bride elect disappears. 

No one welcomes him or expresses 
surprise or pleasure bacause of his sufe 
accomplishment of a long, toilsume, 
perilious journay. The saluting of friends 
js entirely foreign to an Esquimat’s code 
of etiquette, Neither do they offer as- 
sistance to their guests in drawing their 
sleds over the ice foot, which is always 
rough and steep. “ 

The new comers fasten their dogs 
securely to a piece of ice, Then all 
jeniter the stone house undor the ground. 
[Here the family and visitors sit in per- 
hrect silence for about half an hovr. 
Then little by lite conversation begins, 
Meanwhile the principal object of all 


this disturbance of the daily routine 
veeks the corner most remote from her 
intended husband, modestly turns her 
back to the audience and is apparently 
the least interested person in the room, 

Like all the women,she ivalmost nude, 
wearing only a very short pair of 8 
skin trousers, The men ure even less 
burdened with other covering than that 
which nature has provided, while the 
children are absolutely naked when with- 
in the house.

SOFT TYPEWRITER KEYS. 


Covers Which Spare the Fingers and 
Improve the Impression. 


A boon to typewriters consists {n an 
attachment for the keys of the machine 
which gives them a soft and yielding 
surface for the fingers to strike against. 
The {dea ts not entirely new, but it is 
only lately that a cushion for the keys 
meeting with very much favor among 
go0d operators has been introduced, 
The present device is of hollow rubber, 
three-sixteenths of an inch deep, with 
a flat surface, corresponding in size 
with that of the key itself. and having 
4 metal base which attaches firmly to 
the key. The characters on each cushion 
are the same as those on the key to 
which It is fastened 

The advantage of resilient key tips

Occasionally a man-eater shark Is cu- 
rlous enough to “ monkey" with this 
electric ght and tries to swallow it 
If the electric current supplying the 
light happens to be strong the curiosity 
of the me@dling shark is soon satisfied. 
In fact, the fish ts shocked by the mod- 
ern invention. It dies. The bodies of 
several such shocked fish have floated 
to the surface, 

Tt has been noted that the effect of the 
electric Nght upon big Osh has been 
such that as deadly enemies as the 
shark and the swordfish will swim up 
to the light side by side, and so amazed 
are they by the wonderful shining bulb 
that they appear to forget the deadly 
feud existing between these piscatorial 
families, and they do not rush at cach 
other In mortal combat. Other fish 
that usually fight on sight Ie down to- 
gether, as it were, in this shining pres- 
ence, as might a lion and a lamb. 

The operation of sounding, or of fish- 
ing at a depth of tens of thousands of 
feet, requires much skill in both the | 
management of the ship and the sound- 
ing apparatus, In ordinary deep-sea 
sounding a three-elghths Inch steel 
wire Is used. Then tension on this 
wire must be constant, else it will kink, 
thus redusing the tensible strength 60 
ber cent. Ocean currents complicate 
deep-sea exploration. A surface cur- 
rent is quickly detected and guarded ! 
against, but when the rope or sound- 
Ing line is swept under the bottom of 
the ship by a submarine current, with, * 
perhaps, thousands of fathoms of line 
out, it requires great skill and patience 
to clear the line without kinking, and 
thereby possibly losing a portion of it. 
When o deep-sea sounding Is to be 
taken the sinker Is lowered to the 
water's edge. A thermometer and water 
specimen cep are clamped on to the line 
of wire, An officer takes his station 
besides the sounding machine. Sea- 
men are at hand, attending to the 
guide pulleys. A fireman stands with ' 
his hand on the throttle of the sounding | 
engine, awaiting the officer's command. 
The record keeper takes his position | 
beslde the register. where he can read | 
It rapidly. This register shows the num- 
ber of fathoms of line paid out. At the | 
order * Let go !" the sinker shoots down 
into the ocean at a speed of 10 to 16 feet 
per second, The record-keeper makes 
a note of every 100 fathoms of line paid | 
out, The officer of the deck maneuvers 
the ship in a way that will keep the 
wire line vertical.
